INDIAN EXHIBIT OPENING. 
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SALINE STRONGHOLD FAILS 
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GETTYSBURG FIELD 


Drives ‘Over the Historic Battle 
Ground and Then Makes Me- 
morial Day Address. 


GETTYSBURG, May #.—President Roose- 
velt and party reached this historic battle- 
ground at 8:90 today. Leaving Washington 
at 10:30 last night, a leisurely run was made 
by the Baltimore & Ohio special train to 
Penmar, Pa. There, in a delightful park 
in the mountains the train was sidetracked 
at 2a. m., remaining until 7:20 this morn- 
ing. 

A crowd began to assemble at the park 
@s ¢arly as 5:30, and before the train de- 
parted for Gettysburg several hundred per- 
sons had gathered. 

Before leaving Penmar the President 
steppea to the rear platform of his car and 
was given an enthusiastic reception. He 
spoke briefly as follows: 

It is a great pleasure to greet you this 
morning, and I am so glad that we have 
Such beautiful weather on the occasion of 
my visiting this great historic battlefield 
of the war, on Decoration Day. will 
not aitempt to speak now, as 1 am to speak 
later in the day. I shall merely repeat how 
glad I am to see all of you, especially those 
who wear the button that shows ‘you have 
a right greater than any of the rest of us 
to be here and to rejoice in all that this 
meinorial day means.”’

more those who made and used its sister 
armies: McClellan, with his extragrdinary 
gomus for organization; Rosecrans; Buell;

Sheridan, and last 
and greatest of all, Grant himself, the 
silent soldier whose hammer-like blows 
finally beat down even the prowess of the 
men who fought against him.

PRESBYTERIANS ARE 
AGAINST DIVORC 


Question of Refusal to Marry Them 
Is Agitated in the As- 
sembly. 

St. Louls ministers are e'ated over the 
important actions taken by the general as- 
sembly of that church at Buffalo, N. Y., 


last week. The assembly declared in favor 
of union with the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church, and there was a tendency to favor 


the recommendations of the Rev. Dr. 8. J. 
Niccolis of St. Louls and other members 


who urged that the white and negro 
churches in the South should be separated, 


While this action was not taken, it is the 


belief that 1t soon will be. THe assembly 
also recommended that members of the 
clergy should refuse to marry divorced 
persons. 


All these actions afe believed by the St. 
Louis members of the church to be for the 


best interests of the church. The seepara- 


tion of the Presbyterian church and the 
Cumberland church was nearly 100 years

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dollar, which is considerered a good invest- 
ment by the banker. 

And so it goes all day long. ‘Turn after 
turn, until at last the small change is gone 
and the first bill is changed to take ‘‘just 
one more chance” in hopes that fickle for- 
tune will smile again. 

The ‘“jigger’’ game, 
three legs, bearing a pivot 
turns the pointer. In the end of the 
pointer is a stiff piece of paper 
which resists lightly the nails dividing the 
blanks from the prize sections. The table 
is of the cheapest material, and In all prob- 
ability the outlay did not cost over $25. 

One turn of the wheel costs 25 cents, and 
should the pointer’ stop at any of the 
places marked $1, $2, $% or $10 those play-~ 
ing each get the amount indicated. The 
amount is not divided, but each wins alike. 

This makes it look particMlarly “good,” 
but there are two spaces hs overlooks 
upon which the gambler depends for his 
percentage. 

Those are the two marked “J. P.,” and 
“D. U.”’ The first means Jack Pot and 
the other is Double Up. 

Should the marker stop at “D. U.” the 


player contributes 50 cents instead of 25 
to see the wheel turn, and in turn the 
banker has to pay double should the 
pointer stop over a number. 

This bonus must be paid until the ma- 
chine pays, and then it goes back to the 
original fee of 25 cents. 


“JACK POT” DEADLY. 
But the Jack Pot feature is more potent 
in reaping in shekels for the hoyse. 
Should the pointer stop on th@ “J. P.,’’ 
the banker tells you he is “obliged” to 


put up a bonus, and places a five dollar 
bill in the center of the table. 

The entrance fee is still a quarter, and 
should the pointer stop on any paying 
section, the player gets whatever that 
calls for and an additional five. 

But here the “D. U.” gets in its deadly 
work. The pointer will stop on a vlank, 
and the player pays another uarter. 
That in itself would not be so bad, for 
one might afford to go several times with 
the chance of winning at least six dollars 

Instead the pointer will suddenly settle 
on the “ P..”’ and the banker adds an- 
other five to. the one in the center of the 
table which, is to be paid out as _a bonus 
when the machine pays. This draws in

doubles the bonus to the winners. 

But the player is quietly appraised of the 
fact that he must pay double, or $1.now. If 
he drops out for a turn he cannot come in 
again, and all he has invested will be lost. 

He Hesitates. The banker points to the 
big bonus in the center of the table. Then 


the player comes in.

$5) to the bonus, making it $40. it now costs 
$2 to be “in at the death.”

All above $8 which the others, who sub- 
sequently had dropped out, had put in ran 
for “Sweeney.” or, in other words, it was 
the banker's percentage.

BIG BOAT SPENCER HAS 
GAMES OF EVERY FORM; 
WOMEN AND GIRLS PLAY. 


A floating gambling den is the steamer 
Corwin H. Spencer, which carried three 
excursions to Jefferson Barracks Sunday. 
Gambling of every variety can be found on 
the big boat. There are thirty odd slot 
machines, a big craps table, a ‘“‘chuck-a- 
luck” wheel, a spindle and a game that 
might be called the ‘“‘sucker’s favorite,’’ be- 
cause the player has not the slightest run 
for his money. i 

Women and young girls are allowed to 
play the various slot machines, but not to 
indulge in craps or any of the other games. 
But every form of gambling is open to 
young men and mere boys. The gambling 
is conducted by a syndicate, said to be 
managed by Mark Gumberts and Jack 
White. A score of cappers are employed 
to entice victims and to ‘“‘boost’ the plays. 

Although the weather prevented a large 
crowd from being on board Sunday, the 
gamblers did a flourishing business. The 
minute the steamer started to plow down 
the river the games commenced.

INTO RIVER FOR KICKERS. , 

Nobody quit ahead of the game except the 
operators.
